Dire Flood 
In 



Heavy Rains Cause Colorado 
River to Set Free a Mam- 
moth Reservoir. 



Water Wall Sixty Feet High 
Spreads Devastation Over 
Valley Below. 



Scores of Lives Lost and Prop 
erty Damage Counted 
by Millions. 



Austin, Tex., April 7.— This city is to- 
night in pitch darkness with a raging 
river one mile wide and swollen far be- 
yond its natural banks, roaring and 
surging through all the lower portions 
of the town, having spread death und 
destruction in its wake. In udditioit to 
the vust loss to property in this section 
it is calculated that between 30 and 40 
lives have been sacrificed, and the re- 
ports coining in from the tributary do 
not tend to improve matters. 

The Hood is not unlike the disastrous 
Johnstown Hood some years ago in that 
the raging river, already swollen far 
beyond its capacity, bore too heavily on 
nu immense dam spanning the river 
here, breaking it and letting loose u 
reservoir of water 30 miles long, half a 
^nile wide and GO feet deep, to aid in 
carrying destruction down the valley of 
the Colorado river. The great dam in 
the Colorado river gave way at noon to- 
duy from the enormous pressure of 
water and debris, and with a roar and 
a crash swept the valleys below the 
city, wrecking the immense light and 
power plant uud drowning eight work- 
men. 

Following is a list of the known dead, 
including the eight killed iu the power 
house: Frank Pineett, Frank Kinney, 
Walter Flower, Walter Johnson, Alfred 
Johnson, Frank Fitzgerald, Walter 
Blossmuu, Joseph Newman, Dick Morris 
(negro), John Proes nud Charles But- 
cbard. 

Last Wednesday night it began to 
ruin very hard at this place, the storm 
extending along the water's edge of the 
Colorado river. The precipitation con- 
tinued this morning, the downfall aggre- 
gating six inches. This vast quantity 
of water rapidly swelled the current, 
until S o'clock this morning the river, 
which had been steadily rising since Inst 
evening, was a raging torrent, having 
risen 40 feet within ten hours. 

After daylight this morning it became 
evident that the situation was serious. 
'J-'lie river began to rise so rapidly that 
it was evident that the immense dam, 
power houses and contents, costing one 
and u half million dollars, were iu im- 
minent danger. To add to the terror of 
the situation, small frame houses, trees 
and debris of every description in vary- 
ing quantities began descending the 
river and piling up against the upper 
face of the dam. This weight was aug- 
mented every moment until by 30 o'clock 
there was a mass of debris lodged 
against the dam which threatened the 
safety of the structure. In addition 
millions of gallons of water were whirl- 
ing and plunging to the 00-foot wall, 
and it was evident that no wall could 
withstand the immense pressure. 

The crisis came shortly after 11 o'clock 
when suddenly with a report like the 
roar of the ocean the great wedge, 25 
feet high, 500 feet wide and about eight 
feet thick, rolled out of the centre sec- 
tion of the dam down the face of the 
GO feet depth into the river below. This 
left a yawning gap in the very middle of 
the dam. through which the debris and 
water poured, while the tlood, already 
raging, was threatening everything in 
its path. The released water poured 
into the power house and caught eight 
employees at work there, drowning them 
instantly. 

The breaking of the dam caused the 
wildest excitement in the city. The 
telegraph companies at once wired to 
places below here to look out for the 
great wave and runners were despatched 
on horses to notify those living in the 
valleys below the city. Telegraphic 
messages served as a timely warning to 
many, but the rushing waters out- 
stripped the horsemen, and many houses 
wore picked up and swept away before 
the occupants could get together their 
valuables. Large crowds collected on 
the river banks, and several persons 
were swept into the river when the dam 
broke, but all were saved by boatmen. 

A crowd of white people numbering 
about 30, living just below the dam in 
tents, were seen in their habitations 
just before the dam broke, and have 
not been accounted for since. It is 
generally believed that nil of them were 
swept away. One man attempting to 
cross the road leading to the bridge 
a.eross the river just as the big wave 
rolled down was caught, and he and his 
horse and buggy went down with the 
torrent and were heard of no more. 

A family of six negroes living in the 
valley south of the city are known to 
have been drowned. It is estimated 
that more than 100 houses have been 
destroyed; and the loss to property will 
be great. 

The surface of the river throughout 
the dny has been dotted by small houses 
or fragments of houses and drowned in- 
mates, along with trees nnd debris, all 
of which bear testimony to the ravages 
of the flood. 

Iu addition to the loses here the Inter- 
national & Northern and Austin & 
Northern railways, both entering this 
city, suffered severely. 

St. Louis, Mo., April 7. — A special to 
the Post-Dispf '■"'.i from Dallas, Texas, 
ways: "A bull' n from Taylor, Texas, 
at three o'clock this afternoon says the 
town of Circleville has been washed 
away. Tito place has 1,500 inhabitant's." 
i Another special to the Pout-Dispatch 
from Dallas, says: "A telegraph wire 
was gotten to work to Austin in a round- 
about circuit at 4 p.m. and the following 
despatch received: 'Appalling loss of life 
accompanied the breaking of the dam, 
fourteen lives being lost when the power 



house was swept away. Eighteen were 
working in tipper floors and six were in 
the basement. No other lives have been 
lost directly, but it is believed heavy 
loss must have resulted in the valley and 
the lowlands country to the south. "'

Queen Reviews 

The Children. 



Fifty Thousand Little Ones of 
Dublin Gratified by Sight 
of Her Majesty. 



Delightful and Touching Demon- 
stration—Another Visit 
to the City. 



Dublin, April 7.— The children's dem- 
onstration which closed Queen's week in 
Ireland was probably one of the most 
gladsome days either the Queen or Dub- 
lin has known in years. Certain it is 
that the Queen is making fresh con- 
quests daily, and her many nets of per- 
sonal self-sacrifice have completely won 
the hearts of the people of Ireland. 

To-day's demonstration had elements 
of joy which the Queen has experienced 
but seldom in her recent gloomy months. 
There were miles of cheering children 
under n continuous canopy of fluttering 
fiags, with a background of thousands 
of holiday-making elders who accom- 
panied them. The charming weather 
tended to make the celebration in every 
way delightful, not only to the Queen, 
but also to the little princes who fol- 
lowed in the procession. The genuine- 
ness of the children kept Her Majesty 
in continual good humor and yet visibly 
affected her deeper feelings as well. 

The children were reviewed at Phoe- 
nix Park. The Queen drove through 
the extended lines of children bowing 
repeatedly in acknowledgment of their 
joyous hurrahs. At about the centre of 
the lino a stand was erected, which was 
occupied by the Lady Mayoress nnd 
others. A little girl presented the Queen 
with a bouquet of lilies of the valley 
nud violets, in a basket of shamrocks, 
to which a card was attached bearing 
the inscription, " To our beloved Queen, 
from the children of Ireland, Queen's 
Day, April 7, 1900." By special per- 
mission the scene was cinematogrnphed. 
After driving up and down the line 
several times, amid ever-increasing 
cheering. Her Majesty returned to the 
vice-regal lodge. 

Tiie fact that 50.000 children arrived 
at and departed from Dublin without 
serious accident, so far as known, was 
not the least remarkable feature of the 
day. 

At about 1 o'clock the Queen and the 
Princess, accompanied by a small escort 
of police, went for a drive outside of 
Phoenix Park into the country near 
Dublin. The weather was delightfully 
spring-like, and the royal landau stopped 
at various points to permit Her Majesty 
to view the Dublin mountains, bathed 
in sunlight. The royal party returned 
to the vice-regal lodge at 5:30 p.m. 

On Monday the Queen will pay 
another visit to Dublin, and the event 
promises to be quite the equal of .her 
iirst entrance into the city. The route 
will he through one of the districts not 
yet visited by Her Majesty, and was 
arranged at her own request to gratify 
the previously disappointed public. 

WORKING THE MINES. 

An End to Costly Idleness at Rowland- 
Testing for Data for Contract 
Making. 

Rosshuul, April 7.— The shipments for 
the week were 392 tons, Le Itoi sending 
372 and the I.X.L. 20 tons to the smelter. 

A number of miners of the Le Roi re- 
sumed work this morning, and with the 
beginning of next week the making of 
contracts will ensue. The men are at 
present working merely to test the 
ground, with a view to determine what 
the work is wort! 1 ., this being preliminary 
to agreeing on a contract price. Similar 
methods will be followed in the War 
Eagle and Centre Star next week.

"Although no definite announcement 
is yet made, it is generally believed that 
the Prince of Wales will certainly visit 
Canada during the coming summer., The 
idea to do so was suggested some, time 
ago and has been further quickened' by 
the success of the Queen's visit to Ire- 
land. The crazy attempt on his life in. 
Brussels will also probably still further 
influence him to the Canadian trip, as 
showing that he does not entertain nay 
fears from travelling around. 

"The desire of Canada to entertain the 
Prince has received further oxprmsion 
within the last few days. His Rdyal 
Highness is said to have received an as- 
surance from Sir Wilfrid Laurier that 
the whole Dominion will welcome him.' 
The mayors of Ottawa, Toronto, Quebec 
and Montreal are also said to have ex- 
pressed anxiety to open the gates of their 
several cities to the heir apparent."' 

TIIE CANADIANS RECOGNIZED. 

Patriotic Committees in England Make 
Special Provision for Our Men and 
Their Dependants. 

Winnipeg, April 7.— A Loudon cable 
says that the committee of Lloyds' Pa- 
triotic Fund hnve informed the Canadian 
High Commissioner of their intention to 
make a substantial grant to the Cana- 
dian. Patriotic Fund.

RAILWAYS IN MANITOBA, 

Northern Pacific Will Not Extend Lines 
if the C. P. R. Is Allowed to 
Parallel Them. 

Winnipeg, April 7. — (Special.)— Presi- 
dent Mellon of the Northern Pacific rail- 
way informed the Brandon delegates last 
night that his company would not build 
extensions ..f Manitoba lines this year. 
They had agreed with Premier Greeuway 
to build 150 miles west of Portage, but 
when the government had asked for con- 
cessions in rates they had declined to go 
on. He had learned since leaving St. Paul 
that the Ottawa government hnd just 
granted charters to the C. P. li. parallel- 
iii(.' every mile of their lines in Manitoba 
and every mile projected. This was done 
witli the view of driving the Northern 
Pacific out of the country. They could 
not get capital to put into lines where 
such competition was threatened. He 
advised the people to build the roads 
themselves. Under the charter of the 
Northern Pacific they would have run- 
ning powers over it and would be assured 
of having the company's good will and 
co-operation. 

AN EXPENSIVE LESSON. 

Honolulu at Two Million Dollars' Ex- 
pense in Dealing With the Plague. 

San Francisco, April 7.— Honolulu ad- 
vices dated March 31 received by the 
Doric are as follows: 
, It is now estimated that the cost, of 
fighting the plague will reach at least 
$2,000,000, a large part of the expense 
having been incurred in finding homes 
for the people who were burned out by 
the tires, particularly the great conflag- 
ration of January 20. The board of 
health feels satisfied that the end is in 
sight. Prom December 12 to this date 
there have been 70 cases of plague, of 
which 00 have died, nine were cured and 
one is still in the hospital in a fair way 
to recover. 



THURSDAY'S CASUALTIES. 

London. April 7.— The war office has 
posted the list of casualties at Peters- 
fonteln, near Beshof, on April 5. Only 
one is reported killed, Sergt. Patrick 
Campbell of the Imperial Yeomanry, 
husband of the well-known actress. 
Nine non-commissioned officers and men 
are reported wounded. 

TIIE PIGEON TOURNEY. 

New York, April 7. — The big pigeon 
shooting tournament that has attracted 
every wing shot of prominence in tlie 
United States and Canada to Interstate; 
Park. L.I., ended to-day after a success- 
ful week of sport. During the tourna- 
ment nearly 15.000 birds were trapped. 

SAILORS BEFORE THE POPE. 

Rome, April 7.— The Pope to-d;iy gave 
an audience to ninety Catholic s-.iilois of 
the United States training ship Dixie, 
which arrived from Naples yesterday. 
The .sailors warmly acclaimed Leo XIII., 
who is in excellent health.

Queen's Visit Transfers to Dub- 
lin Leaders In Society 
and the State. 



Horses in Urgent Request- 
Luxuries for- Officers 
at Pretoria. 



Loudon, April 7. — From n city of 
nervous forebodings, political excitement 
and almost stagnant business, Dublin 
has beeu transformed into a capital as 
gay and as busy as any European cen- 
tre. The coming of the Queen, though 
to a Catholic country in the middle of 
Lent, has started a whirl of festivities 
such as there has not been in Ireland 
since the good old days of which Lever 
wrote. The Irish nobility haw tlocked 
across the Channel from their English 
homes in unprecedented numbers, and 
from the south, the west and the north 
of Ireland itself the country families 
have poured into Dublin. There is a 
sultlcient number of the ministry on the 
banks of the Liffe to hold a cabinet 
council, and there are enough lovely 
women nightly dining in gorgeous 
dresses, shining with jewelry which has 
not beeu worn for many a dull day, to 
make an Irish levee of which any court 
might be jealous. 

The Castle, where the Lord Lieuten- 
ant holds sway, is naturally the centre 
of attraction, but the ancient building 
can hold only a few. There the Duke 
of Devonshire, the Duke of Abercorn, 
the Marquis of Lansdowne, Home Sec- 
retary Ridley and a number of peers 
and peeresses have been dining in state 
every night this week. Tin- brilliant 
uniforms of olllcers of the Life Guards 
from London, of the Duke of Con- 
naught's stuff, nnd the court uniforms 
of Ireland's dignitaries are seen blend- 
ed witli the black attire of celebrated 
civilians. Nor could anything be more 
superb than the big-calved bepowdered 
lackeys that Hit in gold and red through 
the great corridors outside the Castle. 

The Shelbourne Hotel has been the 
centre of gaiety. There almost every 
visitor has a title, though many of the 
most distinguished foreigners learned 
with chagrin that they could not get 
rooms and had to be satisfied with 
humble lodgings and dinners. 

Owing to the presence of thieves in 
the town and the large amount of 
jewelry carelessly displayed, no-e who 
are not staying at the Shelbourne are 
allowed to enter the outer doors of the 
J-Iotel without specifying whom they 
want to sec, ftnd visitors are often kept 
111 the cO'.d for further inspection. A 
well known but badly dressed. Peer, who 
seldom visits Ireland, underwent this 
ordeal the other day and almost ex- 
ploded with wrath when a gold-laced 
porter barred his way au,d made him 
show his card before allowing him to 
enter. 

The most popular form of evening 
amusement has been the chartering of 
trolley cars by large parties and taking 
rides throughout the crowded and illum- 
inated streets. "With the influence of 
social gaiety special political considera- 
tions are temporarily in abeyance. 

The more advanced the Queen be- 
comes in years the more her work in- 
creases with the extension of the Empire 
and the increased activity of modern life. 
The developments of the week have 
quadrupled the work of the Queen, 
therefore she has to work harder than 
at any previous period of her reign. It 
is estimated that she has to sign fifty 
thousand documents yearly, an average 
of lo7 a day. including Sunday. Masses 
of state papers go to her now while in 
Ireland. She never really has two days' 
holiday together. 

Mr. Chamberlain is reported to have 
said seriously: "I think we are dealing 
with better lighters as individuals than 
any regular soldiers of the Continent. 
The Boers seem to me to have both cau- 
tion and dash." 

Superlatives have beeu almost elimin- 
ated from the war comments and with 
the disappearance of possible foreign com- 
plications, the editors and public speak- 
ers ttike quite a moderate tone. The de- 
pressing incidents of the week have caus- 
ed the public to resign themselves to a 
long struggle. 

The disposition to find fault with the 
war office for not having anticipated the 
necessity for the enormous number of 
horses seems unjustified, for it is learned 
that before the dash to Kimberley and 
the destruction of horse flesh caused by 
the surrounding of Gen. Cronje, the war 
office wired to its agents all over the 
world, particularly in North and South 
America, giving them power of buying- 
horses unlimited until further notice. The 
obstacles in the way of assembling and 
transporting the animate were such that 
horses bought a month ago can hardly 
reach Lord Roberts before June. 

Nothing was heard this week of the 
movement initiated by ministerial mom 
hers of the Commons to petition the gov 
eminent to proclaim the Orange Free 
State annexed to the British Empire. 

London hankers are transmitting gold 
or its equivalent regularly to the paying 
cheques of British officers who are held 
prsoners and the Standard Bank of Pre- 
toria honors all hucIi cheques. There 
fore, as no limit is placed on the luxuries 
bought by the prisoners, they live in 
niueJi comfort. In fact their messes are 
probably much better provided than are 
those of the officers at Bloemfontein. 
Some of the captives who have beeu there 
for months have regular service via Ham- 
burg and Lorenzo Marques, which brings 
them good things to eat, smoke, drink and 
wear. The British officers box, fence 
and play various games, including bil 
Wards. 

There is no disposition here to make 
over much of the attack made on the 
Prince of Wales by Sipido, the anarchist 
lad, at Brussels Wednesday while his 
Royal Highness was on his way to Copen- 
hagen, but the British see in it the con- 
sequence of Continental press attacks on 
Oreat Britain. Thus the London Times 
says: "The suppression of notorious 
facts, the propagation of glaring false- 
hoods and the turbulent abusiveness op- 
erating on weak minds are almost cer- 
tain, sooner or later, to have an issue in 
actions from which to do the writers 
justice, they would shrink with horror. 

The Times holds the- German press 
especially responsible for the personal 
scurrilities directed against the Prince 
of Wales, referring to the Kladder 
ftdatsch, which is not a Socialist sheet 
but which ranks up towards London 
Punch. Such alleged scurrilities as the 
Kladderadatseh prints are systematic 
yet the Times avers that the German 
press is controlled, guided, cajoled or 
coerced by the government and that the 
German law of lose majeste is the most 
stringent in Europe,

Loudon, April 7.— No news was issued 
by the war office to-night. None was re- 
received from the front except from 
Bloemfontein relating to an engagement 
by Gen. Gatacre at Iteddersburg, which 
seems to have been held back by the cen- 
sor. It will be remembered that Lord 
Roberts reporting the unfortunate occur- 
rence at Reddersburg said that General 
Gatacre had arrived there on the morning 
of April 4. Hence he may have succeed- 
ed in engaging the Boers later in the day 
It is strange, however, that Gen. Gat 
acre's subsequent movements have not 
been mentioned in Lord Roberts' other 
despatches, the last of which was dated 
the evening of April (i. 

It in reported from Ladysmith that the 
Boers are beginning to construe Gen 
Butler's inactivity as a sign of fear or 
inability to TCSume active operations. 
Hence they are showing much activity 
particularly around Biggarsberg and are 
said to be planning to outilank General 
Builer by an advance in force by way of 
Helpmaaker. Since the plan is known 
ii. js not likely that the Boers will find 
Builer Unprepared. 

The Boers state that the Colesborg and 
Stormberg commandoes, numbering 0,00(1 
men and ten guns have reached Kroon- 
stftdt. 

Speaking at an annexation meeting at 
Winberg on April (>, former Premier Sir 
John Gordon Sprigg declared that he 
had been informed by n member of the 
Afrikander Bund who had just returned 
from Pretoria that the executive of the 
Republic at the commencement of the 
war expected the active assistance of 40,- 
000 colonials. He learned also of docu- 
ments incriminating a number of leading 
colonials in machination with the gov- 
ernments of the republics. 

Bloemfontein, April 4.— (Afternoon.)— 
Gen. Gatacre had an engagement with 
the enemy at Reddersburg to-day. De- 
tails of the affair have not been obtained. 

London, April 7. — Roberts reports to 
the war office as follows: 

"The casualties at Reddersburg were: 
Officers — Killed, Capt. Casson and Lieut. 
C. R. Barclay, of the Nortbumberlands; 
2 wounded, 8 captured; non-commission- 
ed officers and men, killed 8, wounded 22. 
The rest were captured. 

"Our strength was 107 mounted and 
424 infantry. The enemy was said to be 
3,200 strong, with five guns.

Scott was reported dead several 
time yesterday, but vvus still alive late 
last evening. 



Lieutenant Reginald Scott, R.N., of 
II. M.S. Pheasant, is to-day a patient at 
Ihe Royal Naval hospital, Esquimau, his 
recovery to health and strength an en- 
tirely problematical matter, in conse- 
quence of his having received a bullet 
through the chest on Friday night, while 
engaged in the performance of his duty 
as otlicer of the watch at the Royal Naval 
Yam, Esquimau. The shot that brought 
him to hospital was lired from the ear- 
bine of Gunner Biggins of the Royal Ar- 
tillery, tiiis branch of the service having 
special charge of the disappearing guns 
mounted for the defence of the naval 
jard during the past few months; and the 
shooting promises to bring to an issue 
long-existing differences betwen the two 
branches of the service as to jurisdiction 
over the naval yard. 

H.M.S. 1'heasaut was guards'iip on 
Friday evening, and Lieut. Scott—an of- 
pcer who has a reputation for conscien- 
tious devotion to duty— was officer of the 
watch. He left the ship at 11.30 or there- 
abouts to inspect the watch, (he naval 
as well as the military authorities hav- 
ing bad special sentries pasted since the 
stricter guarding of the secrets of the 
naval yard was commenced several weeks 
ago. "it has been the custom heretofore 
for the otlicer of the watch, being a naval 
man, to (.'online his round to the naval 
sentries of the yard, the Royal Artillery 
squads in charge of the several guns be- 
ing under supervision of and responsible 
to their own olllcers. The entire naval 
yard is, however, within the jurisdiction 
lit' the navy, end as it was Lieut. Scott's 
privilege as oiticer of the watch, he de- 
termined to make a thorough visitation. 

Being known to the gate-keeper at tin 
naval yard, the oliieor of the watch pass- 
ed, lie then proceeded in the direction 
of the recently mounted guns, in charge 
of the Itoyal Artillery. 

As far as can he ascertained, through 
the strict reserve of military and naval 
olllcialdom, Lieut. Scott approached the 
Artillery sentry in the face o a fierce 
wind, and was challenged according to 
the orders. It is a question whether he 
replied and in the face of the gale that 
was raging at the time, the sentry did 
not hear his answer. The question of 
"Who goes there?" was repeated, and 
not hearing any answer, Gunner Biggins, 
who chained to he on sentry go Friday 
evening, gave the caution and lired m 
the air and over the approaching officers 
head. Lieut. Scott continued to advance 
toward the soldier, and a second shot 
was sent over his head, the sentry then 
shooting to kill. 

At the sound of the tiring Messrs. 
Massev and 1 lodgings of the navy, who 
reside in cottages within the naval yard 
enclosure, came running out, each calling 
for the sentry, as the four shots had giv- 
en them the impression that a collision of 
some kind had occurred. The sentry 
met them, and with the exclamation, 
•'I've shot a mini," led the way to where 
the lieutenant lay, he having fallen witli 
a bullet through his chest. He was at 
once made as comfortable as possible, and 
within an hour delivered for surgical 
treatment at the hospital. There, during 
yesterday afternoon, he made a deposi- 
tion for use in the event, of a fatal ter- 
mination of his misadventure, in which 
he declared that he had replied to the 
challenge of the sentry and (perhaps 
through the pressure of the wind which 
was Mowing directly in his face! had 
been unheard, the sentry firing upon him. 

Sergeant Taylor, of the Royal Artil- 
lery, on the other hand has nothing to 
say. Gunner Higgins of his command 
had been placed on sentry duty, his or- 
ders were to tire upon any one not giv- 
ing the required password and counter- 
sign; Lieut. Scott had not given these; 
and he had been shot, not at the first, as 
duty called for, but after two warning 
shots had been sent over his head. The 
officers of the Royal Artillery, as indeed 
the majority of the men of this branch of 
the service, say this is all there is about 
the shooting; the naval people see. how- 
ever, an illustration in it of the laxity of 
the land branch, and allege that the lieu- 
tenant was quite within his duty, and 
was shot down through the unpardonable 
failure of the sentry to hear his response 
to challenge. 

Of course there is to be an official in- 
quiry into the facts of the shooting, and 
this commenced yesterday, Gunner Hig- 
gins being made defendant, before his 
own olllcers, and the navy presenting 
what may be termed the evidence for the 
prosecution. The examination is not yet 
concluded. 

Lieut. Scott's shooting is unhappily not 
the first clash between the naval and 
military authorities in the safeguarding 
of the secrets of the dockyard. It is not 
six weeks ngo since Special Olllcer Nunn, 
plocetl on guard by the Royal Artillery, 
came into serious collision with Lieut; 
Burn, of the Royal Navy, who violently 
abused the sentry, and was. afterwards 
adjudged in the wrong by the officers of 
his own branch of the service, the fact 
that he had drawn his sword upon the 
sentry telling very much against him. 

The victim of Friday night's unfor- 
tunate occurrence is a gentleman "who has 
won the ret-pect, if not the affection, of 
his naval associates. He is an otlicer 
■with whom the letter of his daty is ever 
paramount, nnd while he quite possibly 
received his injury through excess of de- 
votion to his supposed duties as officer 
of the watch, no one will question the

A Word for the Jolly Regatta 
Citizens Said to Profit 
Who Do Not Pay. 



To the Editor of the Colonist: 

Sir: Your timely remarks re the ap- 
proach of the time when we shall again 
huve the pleasure of celebrating our 
gracious sovereign's birthday have 
caused the citizens to venture their 
opinions as to what would give the 
greatest number pleasure and in what 
manner we could change for the better 
the various entertainments we have pre- 
viously enjoyed. 

It will be remembered that last year, 
through the action of an influential 
gentleman, we were deprived of part of 
the original programme as laid out, and 
I hough many of those outside of the 
committee were not aware of it, it 
turned out that if the original pro- 
gramme had been carried out there 
would have been a large deficit. 

Victorians can have their till of pleas- 
lire if they are generous enough. As 
one who for several years has given a 
great deal of time in calling on those 
who are expected to donate liberally, I 
icanuot help expressing great disappoint- 
ment at the manner in which l aud 
those assisting have been met. Whilst 
[here are many who contribute hand- 
somely and who in no way benefit by 
ioason of the influx of visitors or are 
assisted commercially, there are on the 
pther side many in our city who profit 
and who treat the celebration fund in a 
most niggardly manner. This year this 
class it is hoped will come out of their 
shell and "spread themselves." uid if 
this is done, then a programme varied 
and entertaining can be provided, enjoy- 
able to both citizen and visitor. You 
will pardon this comment, but the work 
of those who undertake tin- collection of 
funds deserves to be met in a much more 
generous manner than lias heretofore 
been the case. 

I would suggest that a choral competi- 
tion be arranged, open to any choir in 
British Columbia, the music to be ar- 
ranged for by a committee appointed by 
the celebration committee. The prize 
to be n baton for the conductor and a 
challenge eiyi for the choir, the cup to 
be competed for annually and to be won 
three times before becoming the prop- 
erty of the successful choir. This, sir, 
would not only encourage choral singing 
iu the several districts of this province, 
but would be the means of bringing a 
large number of visitors to this city — 
friends who are always willing to ap- 
plaud singing when fairly well ren- 
dered. 

• Another suggestion I would make is 
that the different benevolent and frater- 
nal societies be asked to take part in a 



grand procession, each society to invite 
the lodges of their individual societies 
outside this city and on the Mainland 
to join with them oa the occasion. This 
would bring to our city quite a large 
number of visitors, who could avail 
themselves of cheap transportation that 
could bo arranged by the celebration 
committee. 

I think that I am expressing the 
feelings of a large majority of the citi- 
zens of Victoria when I remark that it 
would he a great disappointment if the 
regatta were abandoned. The pleasure 
is one that costs the finance committee 
of the celebration committee some anx- 
iety, but I have always felt that it is 
one of the most 'interesting and enjoy- 
able features of the celebration, and it 
in some way also gives pleasure to the 
.Tackles who compete, and again allows 
(hem in a small way to receive at our 
hands some token of our appreciation of 
their efforts. As a very humble citizen 
I feel that I would like to hold up both 
hi.nds for the regatta. Other features 
of the regatta might be introduced. The 
comic element has been dropped this 
last few years. If water polo, duck- 
hunting, tub-rowing, etc., were added to 
the list of prizes I think it would be en- 
joyed by the majority of those who at- 
tend at the Gorge. 

This year ought to see Victoria eclips- 
ing all her previous efforts. Let those 
who have not previously (lone their duty 
make up for their neglect in past years. 
The celebration committee will give Vic- 
torians and the visitors every satisfac- 
tion and their till of enjoyment and en- 
tertainments if some of the citizens will 
ilo their share.

THE WAR. 

Yesterday's despatchco indicated that 
Ihe Boer force* are concentrating east of 
Blocmfontein and near the frontier of 
Blisutolaud. They are reported at dif- 
ferent points all the way bctwen Lady- 
brand and RouxviUe, the distance be- 
tween those two places being' about 100 
miles. It will be recalled that a large 
Boer supply train was reported to be 
moving north along this line. General 
French was Bent out to intercept it. but 
be retired, and the enemy seems to have 
' taken advantage of this to take the ag 
gressive. 

The capture of a number of rebels sit 
Kunhardt will probably restore order in 
that part of Cape Colony. Kenhardt in a 
considerable distance to the west of 
Prieskn, where we were told a few days 
ago the authority of the crown had 
been re-established. The extraordinary 
dearth of news from Natal indicates that 
Gen. Buller's force is resting, pending the 
advance movement of Gen. Roberts. 



or vacating office himseif. What founda- 
tion there is for this we do not know. 
So desirous are we that local and federal 
affairs should be kept distinct that we 
would not, as a ride, view with com- 
placency a step of this kind, for if the 
federal authorities may interfere in one 
case they may in another, and the people 
of the province might gradually find 
themselves bereft of local self-govern- 
ment. But if ever a case can arise 
when federal intervention in the affairs 
of a province would bo justifiable, this 
is one, for not only BritisL. Columbia 
but the whole of Canada is being in- 
jured serii usly by the retention of the 
premiership by Sir. Martin. 

Wo have been asked if the dismissal 
of Mr. Martin could be justified under 
constitutional usage. We answer that 
it could be, for there can now bo no 
manner of doubt that the people would 
support any ministry which accepted 
ollice and with ii the responsibility for 
his dismissal. It is not necessary for 
the Lieutenant-Governor to have any 
specific reasons for dismissing the Pre- 
mier. He may do so because he is sat- 
isfied that his retention in ollice is a 
menace to the welfare of the province. 
Such a reason as this in the case of Mr. 
Martin would unquestionably be en- 
dorsed by the people at the polls, for 
they are waiting with great anxiety for 
the advent to power of some minister 
who can bo reasonably expected to give, 
the province a good government. So 
anxious are the people for this that 
almost any successor that could be 
chosen to Mr. Martin would, if he dis- 
played ordinary good judgment in select- 
ing his colleagues and defining bis plat- 
form, bo returned to power at the elec- 
tions with a strong majority. The 
people are weary of political strife; they 
are alarmed at the long continued period 
of unrest and uncertainty; they would 
rally to Ihe support of almost, anyone 
who would give tin- welfare of the 
province the first place in his plans for 
the future. Martinism wouid vanish; 
the Cotton party would become extinct, 
for it would no longer have any excuse 
for existing, and the now minister would 
find himself supported by all the great 
business interests of the country ami 
welcomed by the very great majority of 
the rest of the community, who are be- 
ginning to feel from day to day the 
pinching effects of the present condition 
of affairs. The only people interested 
in continuing the present state of things 
are Mr. Martin and his colleagues. The 
interest of the Lieutenant-Governor lies 
in getting rid of him with neatness and 
despatch. 



OVER-RIGHTEOUSNESS. 



MR. MARTIN'S POSITION. 

Mr. Joseph Martin's friends would not 
li How the resolution condemning him 
and his government to bo put at the 
Vancouver Liberal convention, but that 
makes no difference, because the fact 
that ho was in a minority at the conven 
t ion. which was called in his interest 
proves that his case is hopeless. With 
the Conservative party to a man against 
him and the large majority of the Lib- 
orals quite as bitterly opposed to him, 
any other man than Mr. Martin would 
place his resignation in the hands of the 
Lieutenant-Governor immediately; but 
air. Martin is not to bo judged by tbe 
rules which govern other men. Although 
by this time he must clearly understand 
that his defeat is beyond all doubt, he 
will probably hold on to ollico in the 
hope that he may got some kind of fol- 
lowing in the house and be a thorn in 
the side of the premier who will succeed 
him. He has said that ho would about 
as soon be lender of an opposition as of 
a government, for there is less responsi- 
bility in the former position than in the 
latter. In the meantime, with certain 
defeat staring him in the face, lie will 
go on administering affairs with his 
extraordinary collection of colleagues, 
not one of whom has the ghost of a 
chance of ever getting a seat in the 
house. 

Mr. Martin's conduct at the conven- 
tion was in the last, degree reprehen- 
sible. Premier of the province, he had 
himself put on the credentials commit- 
tee and actually stood at the door of the 
convention hall, examining the creden- 
tials of the several delegates as they 
came in. His plan was to pack the 
jury by which he was to lie tried. It 
failed and then he turned his supporters 
loose to raise a tumult in order that no 
vote condemning hint might be carried. 
It is a gross scandal that Mr. Martin 
.should be allowed to remain in ollice for 
a single day longer. Every day of his 
premiership is a fresh insult to the 
people of British Columbia. 

Mr. .Martin is now carrying on a per- 
sonal government. He represents no 
constituency himself, and none of his 
colleagues has ever represented a con- 
stituency. For the first time in tin 
history of this province since crown 
colony days, its affairs are being admin- 
istered by men who are not the choice of 
the people. How much longer tin's un- 
precedented state of things is to con- 
tinue, only Mr. Martin knows. It will 
probably last just as long as he can per- 
suade the Lieutenant-Governor to allow 
him to postpone the elections. Much as 
it is needed, there is apparently no relief 
in sight. A report has come from Ot- 
tawa to the effect that if the Liberal 
convention did not endorse .Mr. Martin, 
the Lieutenant-Governor would be' 
given his choice between dismissing him

The writer of the Book of EcclesiustCfl 
advises his renders against being right- 
eous over much. Probably the' advice 
was not more necessary in the days of 
Solomon than at present, and certainly 
nowadays the public generally tire not 
troubled with an excess of goodness. Vet 
even now the idea is one that ought not 
to be lost sight of. One cannot easily be 
too good, but it is quite easy to erect 
false standards of righteousness. Many 
and many a person has developed a false 
conscience. They have been told, or they 
have persuaded themselves that certain 
things are wrong, ami if they are led 
into doing them they suffer as if they 
had committed a grievous sin. What the 
writer of the book in question doubtless 
meant was to utter a warning against 
such false standards. The teachings of 
any system of ethics that was over 
promulgated, if carried to an extreme, 
would make life unendurable. Human 
progress would bo impossible for there 
would be no incentive to effort, if, for 
example, the individual ownership of 
property were abandoned, and social or- 
der be out of the question if violence 
wore never employed against aggressors. 
Happiness would be impossible, if wo 
searched overy human act microscopically 
to detect some hidden germ of possible 
evil in it. None of us conies anywhere 
near being perfect, and if we pretend wo 
are wo are guilty of the meanest of all 
sins, that is hypocrisy. 

Man is many-sided. His various quali- 
ties are all capable of development along 
right lines. It is right wo to develop 
them. But as the writer above quoted 
also says, we must take pleasure in our 
strength and our other powers with a 
full sense of the responsibility which the 
possession of those powers entails. "Re- 
joice, but remember" is tbe advice which 
ho gives to youth. Remember, not be- 
cause you will be punished for the en- 
joyment, but because you will have to 
tako tiie consequence of Ihe enjoyment, if 
not wisely indulged. Many young people 
make the mistake of supposing that 
such expressions as that just now in part 
quoted form n part of a system of reli- 
gion, and that if they do not accept the 
religion they can got away from the ef- 
fect of the precept. They connect the 
precept with a. lot of latter-day dogma, 
and because they find that the latter 
does not square exactly with something 
they call science, reject the precept as one 
really unworthy of consideration in the 
boasted close of the nineteenth century. 
This is a great error. Such precepts as 
that referred to arc the enunciations of 
the soundest philosophy. Nothing is 
truer than that the abuse of any of our 
faculties brings with it a tremendous 
punishment, and the culprits do not have 
to wait until they, are done with life to 
get. it. Vet there is almost as great folly 
in running to the other extreme and re- 
fusing to enjoy the faculties with which 
we arc endowed, for fear that it may be 
evil to do so. There is the just medium 
which all should strive to follow, and 
what that just medium is every intelli- 
gent person's conscience ought to tell 
him, unless he litis allowed his judgment 
to bnoonio warped by excesses in one di- 
rection or the other. The best type of 
man or woman 'iq that which is devel- 
oped, on all sides. ■

During the last year or two the dis- 
coveries bearing upon ancient civiliza- 
tions have been much more extensive and 
suggestive thnn any made at previous 
periods in the world's history. We seem 
driven to the conclusion that the present 
era of civilization is only one of several 
that have succeeded each other, and that 
possibly in some of those that hnve been 
entirely forgotten, a degree of advance- 
ment was reached even higher than that 
now enjoyed by us. The extraordinary 
manner in which these ancient civiliza- 
tions have been obliterated need be no 
matter of surprise, if we only stop to 
thin': a while. We live to-day with a 
very narrow margin between us .and ob- 
literation. A storm, just a little heavier 
than usual, and whole cities would fall in 
ruins. An earthquake just a trifle more 
violent than those which form the sub- 
ject of a paragraph in the papers, and 
whole communities might perish. That 
such catastrophes have occurred at var- 
ious times during the history of the world 
is beyond any question. Here in British 
Columbia wo are living on the line of a 
groat crack in the surface of the earth. 
If we begin at Cape Horn and follow up 
the coast of America and then down that 
of Asin, we will find a region which has 
not yet ceased to be the theatre of earth- 
quake and volcanic action. A few years 
ago we saw in Java what tremendous 
devastation could be caused by ti volcanic 
eruption. A largo community was wiped 
off the face of the earth, and so com- 
pletely was the contour of the land al- 
tered, that navigators could not recog- 
nize it. The force of the accompanying 
tidal wave was felt around the world. 
This gives us some faint idea of what 
must have transpired when the moun- 
tains around the Pacific Ocean were 
'brought forth." and the floor of that ocean 
•auk several miles below its former level. 
The effect would doubtless have been 
sufficient to overthrow every vestige of 
any existent civilization in the world, 
to throw down every edifice erected by 
mankind, to spread death broadcast and 
to leave the few survivors in a condition 
of despair. Let us suppose that such 
thing should happen in these days, and 
the survivors of the catastrophe had to 
begin their upwiifd climb to civilization 
till over again, would not the progress be 
infinitely slow and would not the achieve 
incuts of their ancestors, that is. of us 
soon become little more than a myth and 
in course of time be forgotten'.' Suppose 
that the whole race should be destroyed 
except some isolated tribes now sunk in 
barbarism. They could not possibly pre- 
serve any memory of what our civiliza- 
tion is like, and when in the course of 
a hundred centuries they had progressed 
to some degree of advancement, and their 
explorers discovered a few remains of our 
achievements, they would have as groat 
difficulty in spelling out from them what 
sort of people we are, as we have in 
spelling out what they wore like who 
built the forgotten cities found in various 
parts of the world.

TUB SAHARA PROJECT. 

In yesterday's supplement there was 
a paragraph telling of the proposal to 
dig a canal from the ocean, some sixty 
miles long, so as to Hood the desert of 
Sahara and thus create a great inland 
sya in the northern part of Africa. 
This is n favorite topic of speculation 
and at one time there seemed to be a 
likelihood that French capitalists would 
undertake to carry it. out. The canal 
was to be a private affair and vnst 
revenues wore to be derived from the 
shipping that was expected to pass 
through it to trade with the oases and 
the countries bordering on the new sea. 
Curiously enough, no one seems to have 
taken into account the element of 
evaporation in estimating how the prob- 
lem of filling up the Sahara can be car- 
ried out. Wo venture to say that no 
one canal could over fill the Sahara with 
water so as to make it navigable for 
ships. 

The area of the Sahara is 2,000.000 
siiuare miles. If n canal 1,000 foot 
wide and ."0 feet detp wore dug between 
the ocean anil the desert, and the cur- 
rout flowed through the canal at the 
rate of 10 miles an hour, it would tako 
about 70 years for enough water to pass 
through it to give an average depth of 
100 feet over the desert, if there were 



no evaporation at all. -Now, it will bo 
admitted that if the desert were covered 
with water to an average depth of 100 
feet, and connection with the sea were 
cut off, it would all dry out in much less 
than 70 years. Therefore it is obvious 
that such a canal could never fill the 
desert with water. Moreover, the above 
estimate only takes into consideration 
100 feel: of average depth above the 
sand, and makes no allowance for the 
millions upon millions of cubic feet of 
water that would bo soaked up by the 
sand, nor docs it allow for the fact that 
after the desert had become partially 
tilled the current would be much less 
than 10 miles an hour. We think, there- 
fore, that the project of filling up the 
Sahara and thus creating an inland son, 
to altor the whole condition of Northern 
Africa as well as that of Southern 
Europe, may be dismissed as a phan 
tasy.

DID HE SUICIDE V 

Grave Suspicion That Assistant Pay- 
master Clarke May Have Taken 
Fatal Step. 

Nearly a week has elapsed since Assist- 
ant Paymaster Thomas B. Clarke, of IT. 
M. S. Leander, turned away from a 
brother officer just as the two were about 
to board a street car bound for Esqui- 
mau and vanished from the sight of 
friend* and all who know him. The 
steady search made by the provincial 
police and naval officials during the past 
week ha J proved fruitless. The torpedo 
boat destroyer Virago is back in Esqui- 
mau harbor with nothing to report re- 
garding the whereabouts of the missing 
officer. The Viirago, it will be remem- 
bered, proceeded to Vancouver on Tues- 
day morning last, and her officers made 
a search of the steamer Alpha, which is 
bound for Nome, for Clarke. The tor- 
pedo boat destroyer then left, ostensibly 
on a three or four days' practice cruise; 
but it was learned Inst evening that the 
Alpha, after leaving Vancouver was over- 
hauled by the Virago and another thor- 
ough search made for Clarke, who, it waa 
thought, might have hidden in Vancouver 
anil boarded the Alpha at the last mo- 
ment before her departure. The search, 
however, was without result, nnd the 
Virago is back at her moorings iu Esqui- 
mau harbor. 

On Tuesday the naval authorities of- 
ficially placed the case in the hands of 
the provincial police, who are now en- 
gaged in a systematic search for a trail 
of the missing man, whose disappear- 
ance is one of those puzzling cases which 
periodically occur to baflle the police de- 
partment. 

Acting on the assumption that Clarke 
in a moment of despondency may have 
committed suicide after taking an abrupt 
leave of his friend at the street car on 
.Sunday evening last, steps have been 
taken to drag the harbor and in front of 
the naval slip at Bsquimnlt. Clarke, 
who was very near-sighted, lost his 
glasses previous to his disapporanee, and 
it is not at nil improbable he may have 
missed his footing and fallen over the 
slip at Esquimau, if he did not deliber- 
ately cast himself into the cold waters 
of Victoria harbor.

COVETED THE COAL FIELDS. 

Alleged That Mr. Martin's Interest in 
! Crow's' Nest Pass Is by No 
Means New. 

Pram the Toronto "World. 

It iwasdearnecfc Saturday that the directors 
of the Crows Nest Pass Coal Company 
areititkiiig no notice of the campaign utter- 
ances regarding their affairs recently made 
by Premier Martin of:. British Columbia. 
Mr. Blnrtin's statement that he did all he 
could to oppose the land grant made to the 
British i Columbian Southern railway, under 
which the Crow's Nest company finally got 
its lands, is regarded by those behind the 
company as mere platform talk designed 
to euteh votes, and they are not paving 
any attention to; It. 

The fact ■ remains that, despite all Mr. 
Martins talk, the company has the patents 
to the Hands, and they- say there Is there- 
fore no reason to fear Mr. Martin. 

Anent '.Mr. 'Martin's apparently patriotic 
stand In the campaign the World obtained 
some Inside Information yesterday which 
makes rather Interesting reading' In view 
of recent occurrences. 

One who knows furnishes the World 
with some .'details regarding an attempt of 
Mr. Martin to utilize the Crows Xest fields 
to his own advantage some years, ago. 

It was just after Mr. Sifton, with the 
aid of the C P. I?., had beaten Mr. Martin 
out for the portfolio of the Interior at 
Ottawa. "Mr. .-Martin-saw a chance to make 
money and Incidentally to get revenge on 
the O. I'. It. He therefore conceived the 
idea of building a line of. railway through 
southern British Columbia In opposition to 
the C. 1\ 11. 

He set to work with this end In view 
and came East with a -proposition, which he 
laid before Messrs. Cox & Jaffray and other 
capitalists. His plan was that they should 
ass-ist him In building n line from 200 to 
300 mllce in dength - to. tap- the Crow's Nest 
coal lields. Ills idea was that It should 
be connected at the eastern end with the 
Gait line, which runs from ' Lethbrldge, 
N. W. T., down to Grand Falls, Montana, 
and that a connection at the western end 
should be made at Nelson, I!. C, with 
Jim Hill's Nelson & Fort Sheppard rail- 
way, running to 'Spokane, .Wash. Accord- 
ing to this story, Mr. 'Martin said that he 
had got Mr. Hill's approval of the plan, 
ami he was sure that Messrs. Cox & Jnf- 
fray could use .sufficient Influence at Ot- 
tawa to get a bonus for the British Colum- 
bia line. 

Messrs. Cox & 3affray, however, so the 
story goes, did not approve of ; the proposi- 
tion. They said that they thought the 
Hrltlsh Columbia coal illelds -Should be used 
to advance Canada, and -that i they would 
not ask the Dominion ^government to aid 
a plan which would practically hand all 
the southern British Columbia trade to the 
Western States. Martin's line, -starting 
practically as St would have. In Montana 
and running up Into the Northwest Terrl- 
orles and across Koutheru British Coluinbbi 
hack into Washington State, -.would have 
been a bonanza to Mr. Hill -mid the Ameri- 
cans. 

Later still, parties approached .Messrs. 
Cox & Jaffray with tiie proposal that they 
should construct 40 miles to the 'Interna- 
tional boundary, Manager Hill of the Great 
Northern having agreed to build up through 
the Htate of Montana to meet the Canadian 
end of the road at the line. This propo- 
sition was also turned down by the Tor- 
onto men. This Is a portion of the Inside 
history of the Crow's Nest coal fields deal, 
as told to the World by one who was in- 
terested.

A PET OSTRICH. 

British Sentries Make Friends With a 
Native of the Veldt. 

The war In South Africa Is productive of 
the greatest curiosities that have ever come 
under the notice of British soldiers. 

One of the latest reports from the scene 
"fates that the simple-minded British sol- 
diers have mistaken troops of ostriches for 
bands of Boers, and bands of Boers for 
troops of ostriches.

From the Vancouver Province. 

Shall the Cassiar delegates be per- 
mitted to take their seats in the conven- 
tion? was the first question on which 
the anti-Martin and pro-Martin contin- 
gents at the Liberal convention tested 
the strength of their forces. When 
the question was called yesterday after- 
noon the order to have the poll taken 
by open vote prevailed. 

A diversion was caused by Mr. R. L. 
Drury, one of the scrutineers, rising to 
challenge the vote of Rev. A. E. Green, 
who was in the North Victoria delega- 
tion. Mr. Drury said five of that dele- 
gation, including Mr. Green, were there 
without proper qualification. 

Mr. Sam Thompson jumped up indig- 
nantly aud criticized Mr. Drury for in- 
terfering and challenging the vote of a 
delegate whom he had sat with, and so 
far us he knew hnd till then not been 
called into question. He said such ac- 
tion was hypocritical and the man not 
lit to be a scrutineer. Mr. Thompson s 
remarks created considerable comment, 
and many voices dottiandod that he 
withdraw' the objectionable expressions. 
Mr. Drury stood up and apologized for 
having interrupted the voting, and de- 
clined to act further as scrutineer. 
After some time Mr. Thompson ex- 
plained that he did not Intend to impugn 
Mr. Drury's reliability as a scrutineer. 
Ii'.e had only criticized him for not 
questioning Mr. Green's eligibility be- 
fore. „ 

Mr. Drury yielded to vociferous calls, 
and before the voting proceeded he 
stated, and his statement was verified, 
that he had questioned the qualifications 
of Mr. Green at an earlier stage of the 
convention. Mr. Green was not ap- 
pointed at a meeting in the riding of 
North A'ictoria, wns not even a resident 
or voter of that riding. This was true 
of several of the other delegates ac- 
credited from North Victoria. 

Mr. Moore, the secretary of the North 
Victoria association, asked Mr. Drury if 
he questioned his right to bo a delegate. 
He went on to speak, explaining that 
they had only brought a delegation of 
five from North Victoria, but he and 
the president had been empowered to 
appoint others, which they had done 
since coming to Vancouver. (Cries of 
"Oh!" and laughter.) 

Tlie main issue then proceeded with- 
out interruption until the poll was 
taken. Then there was a momentary 
lull while the vote was counted. The 
scrutineers made it ISO for and 139 
against, although several who had been 
trying to keep track of the vote did not 
agree with them. Most of those, how- 
ever, who had followed the poll closely 
knew the result before it was an- 
nounced, and n look of disappointment 
and chagrin spread over the counten- 
ances of the pro-Martin people, especi- 
ally the solid Vancouver contingent, 
who quickly lost the buoyant air of 
confidence they hnd worn from the be- 
ginning of the convention. They were 
the sorriest looking lot in the hall, and 
in their prominent corner near the plat- 
form their crestfallen appearance was 
the more noticeable. 

Mr. Martin could not help but show 
that he felt the blow, for it. of course 
meant the death blow to his hopes of 
an endorsntion by the convention, and 
he realized it. However, he endeavored 
to carry it off with a jaunty nir. 

The announcement of the tie by the 
chairman and his decision to give the 
casting vote in favor of the motion, thus 
admitting the eleven Cnssiur delegates, 
was the signal for the wildest demon- 
stration. The nir was full of hats and 
umbrellas in an instant. Men stood on 
chairs and yelled frantically. Cheer 
after cheer went up and the winners 
shook hands and hugged each other and 
almost wept with joy. The other fel- 
lows sat there and took their medicine 
and tried not to look too cheap. 

Business wns suspended for the time 
while the Cnssiur delegates showed their 
credentials and were admitted, one man, 
Mr. Giimonr, being objected to by his 
namesake, Mr. IT. B. Gilmour. 

After the Cassiar delegates were ad- 
mitted and order restored, Mr. Frank 
Iliggins brought up the question of the 
Esquimau representation, nnd moved 
that the report of the credentials com- 
mittee he amended by striking off the 
names of Messrs. D. Fraser, .7. Annett, 
G. Webb. William Noot, Robson Mc- 
Lean nnd George Clements, substitut- 
ing for them the names of R. Price and 
William Von Rhcin. Mr. Iliggins went 
into the matter very minutely, describ- 
ing the formation of the Esqui- 
malt Liberal Association nnd the 
attempt to oppose it by form- 
ing . the Junior Liberal Asso- 
ciation, which had sent tin; second dele- 
gation, which included those whom ho 
had just, named and who he claimed were 
not entitled. A long debate ensued on 
this question, the gentlemen from the 
Island going very exhaustively into the 
ancient history of political contests there 
much to the annoyance of many of the 
delegates, especially from the Interior, 
who objected to the waste of time. Mr. 
R. G. Macpherson got on a chair nt- the 
back of the hall and made himself heard 



to some effect though the debate still 
dragged 

Air. Annett, of Esquinialt, managed 
to push his way on the platform and 
gave his version of the troubles to the 
accompaniment of n running fire of rail- 
lery, and at last the meeting as a whole 
demanded the question to be put. 

Air. Martin succeeded in getting n hear- 
ing with sonic difficulty, nfter a very un- 
ceremonious reception, during which he 
was frequently told to sit down and keep 
out of it. He at first moved that one 
name be struck off, nnd Air. Price added. 
This, after continued debate was found 
impracticable, and Air. Aiartin evidently 
bound to compromise the affair, offered 
to strike olY two names and add Messrs. 
Price and Von Rbeili. This was finally 
agreed to and passed. 

By this time it was nfter o'clock and 
delegates from a distance were in an 
explosive state over the slow progress 
being made, as there were still a number 
of questions in dispute in the credentials 
committee report. 

Air. F. AI. Alcdhurst, of Cranbrook, 
caught the chairman's eye and before 
any further motion was offered he en- 
tered a vigorous protest against the fac- 
tion tights and family quarrels of Coast 
districts being ventilated at the conven- 
tion, thus taking up valuable time. lie 
reminded the meeting of the great ex- 
pense in time and money it wan for the 
delegates from the Interior to he present, 
and in a spirited speech appealed to the 
convention to get down to business, or 
shut up and go home. His remarks were 
received with approval by the large ma- 
jority of the delegates, and a motion to 
adjourn until 7.110 then prevailed. 

THE FINAL SCENE. 

The evening session of the convention 
opened promptly at 7.30 as many of the 
delegates were anxious to get home nnd 
there had been a good many heard to say 
that they were going Saturday whether 
the convention was over or not. 

The proceedings were opened by Air. 
E. 1*. Davis, who introduced the follow- 
ing resolution aud moved its ndpotiou: 

"That the Liberals in provincial con- 
vention assembled hereby refuse to ac- 
cept the government of the lion. Joseph 
Martin, as a representative Liberal ad-, 
ministration, and hereby declare that it 
is optional with any Liberal to support 
or oppose the said government." 

Hardly had Air. Davis finished the 
reading of his resolution when Air. 
Martin sprang to his feet and in a fever 
heat of indignation opposed the submit- 
ting of the resolution, which he claimed 
wns entirely out oV order. His govern- 
ment was not ou trial, he said, and that 
was not what the meeting was called 
for. The last convention had decided 
against party lines. 

The chairman ruled that the motion 
was in order and quite legitimate as part 
of tile business of the meeting. If those 
opposed to hi'J ruling wished he would 
submit it to the convention. Air. 
Davis kept his feet for half an hour 
while Air. Martin continued to interrupt 
him. 

The uproar at last became so great 
th4t Mr. Davis ceased trying to speak 
and philosophically lit a cigar while he 
waited for a hearing. Every time Air. 
Martin tried for an opening to speak, 
Air. Day's was looking somewhere else. 
Several delegates were on their feet at 
once in r.n effort to be heard by the chair 
and by the meeting, and the chairman 
simply gave up, powerless to restore or- 
der from such chaos. 

For nearly two hours the confusion 
continued, with' variations in the way of 
patriotic songs, choruses more or 1 
coherently rendered, and recitations from 
several gifted delegates. The chairman 
sat patiently awaiting the pleasure of the 
discordant factions, who kept up the row 
with vigor worthy of n better cause. 

Air. Stuart Henderson moved that the 
convention adjourn sine die. He said it 
was manifestly hopeless to expect any re- 
sults from the present gathering. In en- 
deavors to speak on the motion a good 
deal of time was spent, the variety per- 
formance being kept up vigorously. 

An amendment to the motion to ad- 
journ until such time as the convention 
were in condition to transact business, 
was offered by Air. Tanner, of Rosslaud. 
The chairman said he could not proceed 
nor could any other chairman, and he 
proposed to put the motion to adjourn. 

■Rev. Air. Osburn, of Cowichan, stood 
on a chair in the centre of the hall nnd 
appealed to his co-delegates to remember 
that they were Liberals, and that the re- 
port of such a riotous convention would 
make them a laughing stock. He said 
the chairman had evidently lost control 
of the meeting. Then some one nomin- 
ated Air. H. B. Giiniour as chairman. It 
was seconded, but no action followed. 
Mr. Frank Iliggins got up on a table 
and moved again that the meeting ad- 
journ. This was seconded, and once 
more the chairman came forward to put 
the question. The ayes and navs were 
given most emphatically aud the chair- 
man decided the ayes had it. He put on 
his hat and left the chnir and the meet- 
ing was over, though an attempt was 
made without succcbs to get a new chair- 
man. 

Thus ended the memorable Liberal 
convention of 1000, which will go down 
in the political history of the province as 
one of the most remarkable gatherings on 
record.

A resolution was then passed, on the 
suggestion of Mr. Fraser, of Sookc, that 
the meeting endorse the platform of the 
Martin government. Another followed, en- 
dorsing the.netlon of Governor Mclnnes. In 
calling upon Mr. Martin to form a cabinet. 

In a short speech Mr. Martin said that 
he was In perfect harmony with the Lau- 
j rler government at Ottawa, and read a 
telegram from Sir Wilfrid Laurler stating 
that for obvious reasons he would not In- 
terfere with the provincial elections In 
British Columbia. Mr. Martin snld that he 
would run the campaign on straight lines, 
that condldates would he certain support- 
ers of the government, Independents not 
helng In any way accepted. He hoped and 
he thought the other cabinet ministers 
would do the same thing, and visit the vari- 
ous constituencies of the province before 
election time. 

Mr. Smith Curtis addressed the meeting, 
as did Messrs. Deebc and Ryder. The lat- 
ter referred several times to "my constitu- 
ency." 

A resolution of sympathy was passed to 
Mr. .7. C. McLagan during his Illness. 

Another resolution was passed by the 
outside delegates for the hearty— and hot- 
reception they had been given In Vancou-

Martin and some of his followers was held 
In the Vancouver association's rooms on 
Cordova street. Mr. W. J. Snodgrass was 
there appointed chairman. 

he following resolution was then Intro- 
duced by Mr. S. Perry Mills, of Victoria, 
and carried: 

That whereas this convention of Liberals 
of the province of British' Columbia, con- 
vened for provincial purposes, yet the 
largest and most representative political 
convention of any pnrty ever held In this 
province, desires as Its first act to affirm 



Mr. S. II. Brown anil others present want- 
ed the question of party lines taken up, 
tint Mr. Martin ngrccij with some of the 
delegates that they should not take any 
action binding on the Liberals of the prov- 
ince. 

The following resolution was then passed: 
"Whereas the number of Chinese In the 
province Is alarmingly on the Increase- 
about three-fold during the past decade;
